Regarding my FOIA request in Reference (1), please consider this an appeal from the adverse 
determination set forth in Reference (4). 

The requested material, as identified in Reference f t), consist of M a cqrapleti-Ifetof alt invitees 
and attendees for the April 24, 1994 CNO change of command ceremony, including 
individuals! their spouses, and the invitees* guests." In fact, the correct date of that investiture 
was April 23, 1994, not April 24. Reference (1) was qffby one day, in a context that appears 
unlikely to have given rise to any actual misunderstandings ha fet^ searehes and proceeding^ 
please use the correct date, and accept my apologies for the one-day errors 

The following is offered by way of clarification of "the requested material," Simply stated, 
what is requested is the guest list (i.e. list of persons invited) for the April 23. 1994 ceremony . 

Any further qualifiers of this request, heretofore stated (or stated below, or otherwise indicated), 
are not to be used as a basis for a determination of "unable to locate" What Is" requested is simply 
a list, as comprehensive as can reasonably be found among the Navy's records, of persons wh© 
were invited to attend the change of ehange of command ceremony held at the U.S. "Naval 
Academy at Annapolis on April 23, 1994 - - the ceremony at which ADM Boorda succeeded 
ADM Kelso as Chief of Naval Operati ons.

That list almost surely exists in the Navy's files, and should he readily findable. It is probably at 
(or findable th?mgh)ik& Office of the Chief of Naval Citations or the Vice Chief of Naval 
Operations. I expect to explore every successive avenue under fee Freedom of MorrnadOa Act toi 
obtain a copy, beginning with this appeal. J would certainly prefer to avoid any later stages, as 
they would incur the expense of deposing multiple (present and past) protocol officers in those 
offices. 

It would simplify matters for all parties if, following receipt of this appeal, the present-day 
protocol officer supporting the CNO in the Pentagon (who answers to ADM Greenert, who 
was sworn in as CNO less than three months ago; and, if necessary, his predecessors)* who 
answered to ADM Rougheadj :& afy were questioned about the whereabouts of the succession 
of volumes of Change of Command books (which wer©i arid quite possibly still art, stared 
together), and if necessary given a copy of this letter to assist in finding the requested materials. 

Each time one CNO succeeds another, an additional volume of the Change of Command book is 
assembled in the CNO*s Office, That Volume contains, inter alia, general guidelines on the 
conduct of such a ceremony* specifics of the Site of the particular ceremony in question, traffic 
control measures, VIP seating arrangements, security measures, the guest list (including answers 
received to theRSVP request, to the extent answers wem received)* and "lessons learned** mat 
would benefit the plarinmi Of teure ceremonies of this type. 

This succession of volumes comprising, the Change of Command books contains valuable 
information for future use. Collectively, they are the repository of decades of Navy tradition and 
precedent The Navy has' hot thrown these books away. Pursuant to this, appeal, an inquiry made 
to the present and past protocol officers should disclose the whereabouts ofthisi succession of 
volumes* and the whereabouts ofthe volume associated with th« 19^4 ceremony mparticular^ 
Since April 23, 1994 only six men have held the job of CNO, inciuding ADM Creenerfc. 

What is requested here is the guest list, excerpted from the volume associated with the 
April 1994 ceremony. If more than one version of this guest list exists, which seems likely, 
the version requested is the one with the most-recent RS VP replies, i.e., the versioh containing 
the cumulative replies for as late a date as is available* If a. copy of the overall list of invitees was 
retained that includes the actual attendees and their guests (— in instances where invitees brought 
guests), that version of the list is What is requested. 

The Changs of Command volumes have been kept predominantly or entirely in hard copy 
- although in recent years electronic versions are likely to exist also, hi the time leading up 
to the April 1994 ceremony the list of persons invited, which comprised several hundred people, 
was entered into a computer data base, and the RSVP's were tracked on a piece of database 
management software called "Filemaker Pro," software broadly comparable to 
In the days leading up to that ceremony, successive computer runs were made with Filemaker Pro, 
so that the outgoing and incoming CNO's might have access to the cumulative intentions of 
invitees; thru the date of the run in question. Based on RS VP's to date, invitees were classified as 
Will Attend, Won't Attend* or No Reply Yet 

Accordingly, another place to look for the requested guest list is among the computer discs 
(or other electronic storage devices) originally created by the Office of the CNO or VCNO 
in 1994, and originally maintained in Filemaker Pro. 
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Please contact persons who previously served as ptoto^loffleets for the CNO and the VCNO 
(particularly those who served since April 1994 -> - identities available, for example, from the 
"yellow pages?' of the DOD Telephone Directories), and ask them where (Change of Command 
books were normally stored after me change of command ceremonies themselves* Then ask about 
the Change of Command book for April 1994, in particular - - the occasion when ADM Kelso was 
succeeded fc# ADM Boorda. Finally* asfethem where the FOIA^requested April 1994 guest list 
and software related to that guest list might now be found. 

The nature of the adverse determination in Reference (4) was an "unable to locate" report 
However, because of the significance of a Change of Cominaftd attitelewl of Chief of Naval 
Operations, and because of its value as precedenti and for historical purposes, it seems most 
unlikely that the Navy would discard such information, 

Because the adverse deteirninat&n in Reference (4) was an "unable to locate" report, t he essence 
of mv appeal is a request that the Naw continue to search for the requested materials, with 
the assistance of the foregoing supplemental information; 

The additional search requested by this appeal should take into account a 
It should begin in the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. If the requested information is not 
found in the CNO's Office, the search st^md be pursued at the locations) suggested by the 
protocol officers who should be questioned with the benefit of the above description.

The requested 42-page list was located within the 1994 Voiunmof the Change of Command book. 
That list, as redacted, was sent to me as an enclosure with Reference (7), The redactions 
consisted of deleting slightly more than half of the overall listing based, on a close 
examination of the first 21 pages as a (presumably representative) sample of the 42 pages* 

It is the deletions mat are being appealed, M other words, at this stage, using, the ptosing of 
Reference (7), what is being appealed here is **the denial -of information withheld." 

According to Reference (7), as well as notations on its accompanying 42-page list, the basis for the 
redactions was the claimed exemption in 5 U.S.C. §5S2(b)(6), That transmittal letter set forth the 
view that ^release of this ^ information [L&„ nam$ of persons invited] would result in a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of their personal pri vacy*** 

The FOIA exemption at 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6) provides ftr exclusion of "personnel and medical 
files and similar files the disclosure of which would confute •« clearly unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy." 

The event to which 1380 mvitatioM were sent was a large official event held at the U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. Members of the press were invited, Members of the press were expeefisd 
to atten4and <i?tf attend. Photographers worked the scene. (Werelhe photographers instructed to 
take pictures only of individuals who held public-facing roles?) Extensive press coverage ensued. 

Under these circumstances, it seems difficult to understand how wty invitees would have a 
reasonable expectation of privacy concerning this list, a list that contains names but not addresses. 

Your office is hereby requested to reconsider me denial of the information withheld, and to send 
me the complete list in unredacted form. Waiver of fees is likewise requested; this much is 
consistent with the Navy's position in the final paragraph of Reference (7)* 

In the alternative, please explain the rationale of the privacy exemption, 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6) 
in the context of invitations to a large official event such as this for which there was extensive 
press coverage^ and please identify any other exemptions the Navy believes might apply here.
